ern questions. 


No program for the consideration 


of Far Eastern questions was agreed 
upon, but" the heads of the delega- 
tions of the nine powers forming the 
committee were to meet later today 
to frame an order of procedure. 


JAPAN SILENT. 


There was no response 
from

Japanese after China had presented 
her view of the situation, and al- 
though some 
general 
discussion 


developed, all Tof the other nations 
represented reserved a detailed state- 
ment of their opinions for 
later 


presentation. 


Indications were that the first at- 


tempt to get down to cases would be 
made in the meeting of heads of 
delegations later In the day. 


WANTS OPEN DOOR. 


Maintenance of the open door in 


China was said to ha\e been urged 
Vigorously by Minister Sze, who also 
spoke strongly for abolition of secret 
treaties affecting China and urged 
that hereafter all such treaties 
be- 


tween the powers be made public. 
• The question of the disposition of 
the Province of Shantung was not 
brought up. Neither did Dr. Sze so 
into the question of granting future 
foreign concessions in China. Both 
of these questions, it was learned, 
were to be left for future discussion. 


ACT IN UNISON. 


For the first time the delegations 


of the United States, Great Britain, 
Japan, France. Italy, China, Belgium, 
Portugal and the Netherlands, act- 
Ing as a committee of the whole on 
the Far Eastern questions, assem- 
bled for preliminary discussion and 
to lay plans for procedure.

NO DEFINITE PLAN. 


There was no intimation in the le- 


marks of M. Briand that he lad a 
definite plan for reduction of arma- 
ments to suggest. He did say how- 
ever, that he was satisfied that the 
conferees would be convinced "that 
France, after the necessities of safe- 
ty and life have 
been adequately 


becured, harbors no thought what- 
e\er of disturbing the peace of the 
world " 


M. Briand's statements were con- 


strued generally as showing his pur- 
pose to explain fully why France re- 
gards it necessary to retain the 
great force in her armies. As the 
nation with the largest army, the 
premier pointed out today, it was ap- 
propriate f:>r nee to take that ques- 
tion up. but neither at the conference 
nor in any other quarter, is there 
suggestion that any such sweeping 
proposal for reduction of armies is 
to be expected as the naval plan put 
forward by the United States. 


BELOW STRENGTH. 


So far as the United States is con- 


cerned, the army question is largely 
academic. The American army, now 
far below Its authorized strength of 
150,000 men, is cut to the bone. Fur- 
ther reduction would be opposed by 
both civil and military chiefs of the 
war department. No American plan 
of army reduction will be presented 
and it may be that there will be only 
nominal discussion on the »iib^eo|.J-; 


As It now stands the American 


armv is looked upon by Its leaders as 
no more than the

force for which there is always need. 
Records of the war department show 
that prior to 1803, through the 25 
preceding years, the army was called

be expected of them.

MIUTAHISTS UNEASY. 


It is these future Implications

o power, foresee more quickly than

uncomfortable thereby.

ESTABLISHES RELATIVITY. 


In the situation as it stands at this 


hour, the aspect of th Hughes plan 
which has the most important bear- 
ing on the future is that for the next 
ten years or more it establishes a 
relativity of armament among the 
three powers concerned. It is out of 
this fixing of relativity that the most 
tiopeful results In the future are to 
be expected after the Hughes pro- 
posal, or any modification of It, is in 
effect, it will be quickly leall/ed that 
there will not be much use in any 
of the great powers maintaining even 
as much armament as this arrange- 
ment leaves them.

Washington, Nov. 1.—Decision of 


the American delegation to the con- 
ference on limitation of armaments 
to exclude aircraft from 
proposals 


for reduction and future limitation 
of naval forces goes deeper for its 
reasons that Secretary Hughes In- 
dicated in his statement saying mere- 
ly that the ready converitbility of 
commercial aircraft to war purposes 
made the writing of air craft limita- 
tion impractical. Beyond that obvious 
fact, however, lies the desire of every 
nation that no impediment should be 
placed in the way of development of 
air navigation for the benefit of all 
mankind. 


GIANT STRIDES MADE. 


Giant strides in the air were made 


by all powers under war impetus. 
Both in gas carried eraft and in 
machines that rely on the lifting 
power of tilted planes things were 
done undreamed of a few months be- 
fore they were accomplished facts. 
All the economic barriers that hem 
in peace time developments were 
swept aside by the urgent needs of 
war. Dollars and cents did not mat- 
ter. 


PEACE'SLOWS UP PROGRESS. 
But back again to days of peace, 


aircraft development is moving at a 
snail's pace all over the world. The 
place of air navigation In the com- 
mercial scheme of things is not es- 
tablished yet on any profitable basis, 
and if Governments do not carry on 
the experimental work in connection 
with armies and navies;, the newest 
and most promising field of trans- 
portation probably would lie neg- 
lected for years to come. 


This is the view taken by the army 


and navy officials of 
the 
United 


States and it is reflected in the Amer- 
ican proposal to the conference. It 
is to be expected, as the conference 
moves along, that rules to limit the 
use of aircraft, to curb bombing of 
defenseless cities and civilian non- 
combatants, hospitals and the like in 
war, will be written. 
There is a i'-f- 


inite place for that on the agenda, 
but no Government could look with 
favor on any project that would tend 
to discourage inventors and public 
and private "iterprise from plumb- 
ing the possibilities^of air routes 
with a view to finding cheap,'fast 
methods ».* communication and trans- 
port. 


SHIPS CONVERTIBLE. 


As tj> convertibility, it is apparent. 


off-hand, officers say, that any plane 
capable of carrying the mail or any 
other burden could be loaded with 
bombs for war purposes, equipped 
with machine guns and otherwise be 
put into fighting shape In a matter 
of hours. Without any change what- 
ever, a commercial plane would be- 
come immediately available in war for 
the prime purposes of. military and 
aircraft scouting to locate enemy po- 
sit'nns on land or sea. 


CHANGES WARFARE. 


Naval officitals are far from satis- 


fied that aircraft 
have reached a 


point where the old time 
surface 


craft of the battle line have lost their 
importance as the main reliance In 
war at sea; but they admit that air 
developments have added new fact- 
ors to the game of war and that In 
the future may lie such radical ad- 
vances in air work as may in fact, 
wholly revolutionize naval warfare. 
American observers expected no ser- 
ious proposal during the conference 
for any form of aircraft limitation 
that would inhibit such development.
